no Hurry, however, an the hank Is 
Raid to bis solvent. 


Father and Brother to Rcecue. 


The father' and brother of tho tie- 


faulting cashier say that for the hon- 
or of tho family name they will make 
good every dollar of the

ready John'Plain, the father, and M. 
K. Plain, the brother, have madn up 
$30,000 of the amount embezzled, and 
the cashier fill's turned over property 
worth $8,000 toward repairing the de- 
falcation.

Cashier Shoulders Blame. 


In speaking of his defalcations'for- 


mer Cashier Plain said: 
( 


"I alone am to blame in this mat- 


ter. I have often read of defalcations 
nnd embezzlements 
nnd 
wondered 


how men could do such things. 
I do 


not wonder any longer. The passion 
to become rich quickly Relr.cc! me. and 
I fell. I am not going to evade any- 
thing; for six months I have spent 
fdccplcsR nights over this thing, anil 
I trust to rest easy now th^t I have 
made a full confession. 


"On May 21 C. II. Dnsworth, .a na- 


tional bank examiner, told me he had 
discovered sonie discrepancies In my 
accounts. 
I admitted being $40,000 


short nnd told him there was more. .1 
had some legitimate Investments.'In 
real estate and other lines, but'my In' 
vestment In United States Steel stock 
finished me. I bought nt 40 and sold 
at 11. How much did I lose In United 
States Steel? Oh, about $30,000, may 
bo; I am not sure. 
' 


Speculates to Cover Loises. 


"I started speculating to cover my 


losses In Colorado Investments. About 
ten years ago I' was out there and 
bought grazing and agricultural land 
that proved a loss 
on my 
hands. 


Then I began speculating to maku 
money to pay my debts. I never cared 
for money except to pay my debts. 
Tho gambling spirit docs not appeal 
to me; I never bet on a. horse race 
or Indulged In any other form ot or- 
dinary gambling In my life." 


Plain's salary as cashier Is said to 


have been $1,800 a ycsar. He had been 
In the bank ulnco Its start fourteen 
years ago. Roth tho former cashier 
and M. ,E. Plain, his brother, wcro 
born In Aurora and enjoyed the confi- 
dence of tho trslness men of the city. 
Their father. Jcteu Plain, started the 
hank, and la president of It. 
Since 


the discovery K£ the defalcation M. E. 
Plain has acted as cashier. A run on 
the bank has been anticipated.by the 
dlrcctQrB..iUQiwUbataiidlpB tjielr 


mcn'fs aMl 'their person'al assurances 
that all _ obligations would be 
met 


promptly.' 


Prepare.for a Run. 


"The bank," sold M. E. Plain, "has 


$200,000 cash on hand with which to 
meet demands, and we probably could 
raise another $200,000 In two or three 
lays 
If 
necessary. 
The 
de;:usitn 


amount to $">00,000. All our loans are 
[in local commercial paper of n high 
class, and we own about $50,000 In 


[ocaT boncta. Assurances of confidence, 
have Irttcn given us by other Aurora 
Imnkors. and they will stand by us If 
there Is any need. My father and my- 
self have determined that this stain 
upon our family name .shall be erased,- 
and we will give every dollar we own, 
If need be, to that end." 


Former Cashier Plain will be'prose- 


cuted, according to the bank officers. 
He Is living In Aurora with his fam- 
ily, under Indictment and awaiting 
trial. He has been popular In tho city' 
of bin birth, and. at one time wns 
colonel of the third brigade of the 
state militia. The Aurora opera house 
IH managed by lilin. 


M. R Plain, now sorvlng as cashier, 


Is u Jc-ucler, with stores In Aurora, 
Galesburg and Qulncy. 


Prosecution IB Sure. 


"We have no doubt." said H. H. 


EvnnH, vice-president of the bank nnd 
iitatc senator, "that Plain was a rascal 
In many ways. He will bo prosecuted, 
without any question, > Even when his 
defalcation wax discovered the extent 
of It did not appear until wo dug Into 
the matter; then It grew larger and 
larger. The 'loss lo tho bank at pres- 
ent. Is ahitut $40.000, but the reserve 
more than covers this."

According to stories that Col. Plain 


Is nald to have told officers of the 
hank, ho lost $18,000 In Northern Pa- 
cific nnd $10,000 In the Gates corn 
deal.

Tho stock of the hank has been 


worth from 140 to ICO more than tho

"1 have. $8,000 of town funds In the 


bank," said John Jameson, supervisor 
of Kane county, "hut I am confident 
that tho money Is safe."
